(1)  Information  concerning  the  statutory  and  voluntary  Health  and 
Welfare  Services  in  the  area  are  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
and  further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  David  Street,  Northwich. 


(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

The  Northwich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board's  area,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road, Man Chester, 
o .  Telephone  Number  -  Deansgate  644l . 


(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 


(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester. 

All  999  calls  made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected 
to  this  central  control.  The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is 
that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner  should  ring  the  Northwich 
Depot  -  Telephone  Number  -  Northwich  3333.

Section  47 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order 
to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place . 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  apply  to  a  Magistrate  for  an 
order  to  remove  to  hospital  an  elderly  lady  who  was  partially  sighted  and 
suffering  from  severe  cellulitis  of  her  right  leg.  She  lived  with  her 
aged  brother  and  was  not  receiving  proper  attention. 

The  Order  was  made  and  the  patient  removed  to  hospital.  Here  her 
condition  improved  but  it  has  been  necessary  for  her • to  remain  in ■ 
hospital,  but  the  patient,  of  course,  has  accepted  the  advisability  of 
this  and  there  has  been  no  necessity  to  extend  the  Order. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to  the 
wonderful  help  which  one  invariably  receives  from  the  members  of  the 
County  Ambulance  Service  in  dealing  with  these  very  tragic  and  difficult

(2)  FOOD  POISONING 


ihe  single  case  of  food-poisoning  followed  the  consumption  of 
sandwiches  in  Manchester  and  the  relevant  information  was  sent  to  the 
Manchester  Health  Department  for  further  action. 

(3)  PARA-TYPHOID  FEVER 


Information  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of .Health  of  a 
neighbouring  authority  that  he  had  been  notified  that  a  child  from 
Northwich,  at  that  time  in  a  hospital  in  his  area,  was  suffering  from 
Para-Typhoid  B  Fever. 

Subsequent  investigations  showed  that  a  relative  of  the  child 
was  a  carrier,  probably  a  chronic  carrier.  Her  carrier  state  has 
proved  resistant  to  treatment. 

All  the  General  Practitioners  were  given  details  of  the  cases  but 
no  further  cases  were  discovered.

(2)  PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


. owimming  attendances  in  1965  set  a  new  record,  viz.  1l8,06l  and 
receipts  totalled  £3,86 1.  3s.  8d.  During  the  summer  season  it  was 
necessary  to  limit  the  swimming  time  of  each  swimmer  to  40  minutes  to 
enable  as  many  patrons  as  possible  to  gain  admittance. 


Ihe  need  for  a  new  indoor  pool  in  the  Mid-Cheshire  area  is  more 
urgent  now  than  ever  before,  especially  with  the  advent  of  more 
recreational  time  for  the  mass  of  the  population. 


The  gradual  decline  of  slipper  bath  users  continues.  This  is  due, 
o  course,  to  an  increasing  number  of  bathrooms  in  private  dwellings. 


.The  two  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  were  satisfactory. 


Paddling  Pool  -  Church  Walk 

This  amenity  was  in  full  use  during  the  summer  months  and  is  filled 
and  emptied  twice  weekly;  the  water  is  treated  with  sodium  hypochlorite 


(3)  SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  new  sewerage  system  in  the 
Central  Area  ol  the  Town  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

The  majority  of  the  sewers  have  been  completed  and  are  now  in  use 
?oA^the  neW  Puraping  Station  at  Barons  Quay  should  be  completed  by  October 
Job.  A  pumping  main  between  Barons  Quay  pumping  station  and  Dock  Road 
pumping  station  is  very  nearly  complete,  but  cannot,  of  course,  be  brought 
into  use  until  -Barons  Quay  pumps  have  been  installed.  The  system  is 
already  receiving  drainage  from  part  of  the  new  development  of  the  Town 

and  should  be  ready  to  receive  sewage  before  the  whole  of  the  development 
is  complete. 

Detailed  investigation  and  design  is  now  proceeding  with  a  view. to 
the  redevelopment  of  Dock  Road  Pumping  Station  by  the  installation  of  new 
pumps  and  the  construction  of  additional  stormwater  settling  tanks. 

Investigations  on  the  sewers  in  other  areas  of  the  town  that  would 
appear  to  be  unsatisfactory  are  proceeding. 
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(4)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  is  now  only  one  chemical  closet  in  the  district.  During  the 
year,  a  firm,  where  one  closet  had  been  in  use,  was  resited  in  conjunction 
with  the  town's  redevelopment  to  an  area  with  access  into  the  sewers. 

(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  refuse  collection  service 
during  1965*  In  order  to  deal  with  the' trend  to  bulkier  refuse  the 
Council  decided  to  purchase  another  refuse  vehicle  of  a  compression  type. 
This  is  of  a  small  cubic  capacity  to  enable  it  to  be  used  in  narrow  and 
congested  areas.  It  is  hoped  that  greater  efficiency  will  be  achieved  by 
a  modern  vehicle  of  this  type,  and  to  some  degree  it  will  assist  in  over¬ 
coming  man-power  shortages  and  compensate  for  the  shorter  working  week 
which  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  workmen. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  is  by  no  means  congenial  and  all  would 
agree  that  the  refuse  collectors  should,  so  far  as  practicable,  benefit 
from  progress  in  methods  of  refuse  collection.  We  see  the  main  avenues 
of  development  in  this  service  in  the  increasing  use  of  vehicles  of  the 
continuous  loading  type  and  the  replacement  of  the  traditional  dustbin  by 
something  less  cumbersome,  lighter  in  weight,  more  hygienic  in  use,  and 
yet  economically  competitive.  It  is  not  suggested  that  paper  sacks  are 
the  complete  answer  to  these  problems,  but  this  is  the  type  of  idea  which 
lends  itself  towards  achieving  better  working  conditions.  For  instance, 
with  the  use  of  paper  sacks  it  is  unnecessary  to  man-handle  28lbs.  of 
dustbin  irrespective  of  the  weight  of  refuse,  and  of  course  they  are  clean 
and  hygienic  to  handle.  Unfortunately  they  are  not  economically 
competitive  with  more  traditional  methods  as  yet. 

The  collection  and  sale  of  paper  salvage  has  been  most  satisfactory 
during  the  year,  and  the  amounts  sold  reflect  credit  both  to  the  people 
who  have  saved  this  salvage  and  the  workmen  who  have  collected  it .  The 
advantages  of  keeping  waste  paper  separate  are  many  -  more  room  is  left  in 
the  bin  for  putrifiable  waste,  fire  risk  is  minimised  at  the  tip,  the 
latter  is  more  readily  consolidated  and  is  less  of  an  eyesore  than  it 
otherwise  would  be.  In  addition  the  local  authority  gains  a  valuable 
source  of  income,  and  the  country  needs  to  import  that  much  less  wood  pulp.

rather  low,  indicating  that  the  quality  of  bin  being  supplied  stands  up 
well  to  the  heavy  wear  and  tear  received.  Having  had  two  successive 
years  of  a  low  rate  of  issue  one  can  reasonably  expect  an  increase  in  the 
number  issued  in  future  years.  The  provision  of  dustbins  is  a  charge  to 
the  rate  fund,  and  is  based  on  one  per  dwelling.  In  the  event  of  a 
dwelling  being  connected  to  a  business,  any  additional  bins  needed  are 
purchased  by  the  occupier  of  the  business. 
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(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


During  19&5  tipping  was  continued  off  the  New  Warrington  Road  and 
although  no  agreement  was  reached  for  the  purchase  of  this  land  by  the 
Local  Authority ,  agreement  was  reached  with  regard  to  an  annual  rent 
for  its  use,  so  that  there  are  no  immediate  difficulties  with  regard 
to  availability  of  suitable  sites. 

Tipping  in  the  Oak  Street  area  has  not  been  commenced.  This  will 
be  done . when  suitable  access  to  the  site  has  been  provided.  It  may 
be  possible  to  tip  on  this  area  in  suitable  weather  conditions  which 
will  enable  the  work  to  be  done  with  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible 
to  the  nearby  domestic  property. 

(7)  CnNAL  BOATS 


The  number  of  canal  boats  registered  with  the  authority  is  99. 

It  is  understood  that  certain  of  these  boats  have  been  sold  but  at  the 
time  of  the  report  no  re-registration  has  taken  place. 

(8)  licensed  caravan  sites 


The  position  regarding  caravan  sites  in  Northwich  is  unchanged, 
there  being  no  licensed  caravan  sites . 

_ Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  the  usual  unauthorised 
parking  of  caravans  and  in  most  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  have 
these  caravans  moved  as  a  result  of  verbal  instructions. 

In  1961,  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act,  1993,  the  following 
Order  was  made  by  the  Magistrates  :~ 

"That  no  moveable  dwellings  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed 
within  a  radius  oi  200  yards  from  the  site  of  a  caravan 
then  situated  on  land  fronting  Warrington  Old  Road, 

Northwich,  adjacent  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
site  of  a  disused  railway  line." 

On  one  occasion  it  was  necessary  to  issue  a  summons  for 
contravention  of  this  Order. 

(9)  RODENT  CONTROL 


This  service  is  most  necessary  to  prevent  any  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  District . 

One  man  is  employed  as  a  rodent  control  operative  and  maintains 
regular  inspection  and  treatment  of  refuse  tips  in  use,  or  sites 
formerly  used  as  refuse  tips. 

The  service  to  householders  is  free,  as  is  a  preliminary  service 
in  the  event  of  complaint  by  occupiers  of  business  premises. 

Although  no  full-scale  sewer  treatment  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year,  the  sewers  serving  Greenbank  Estate  received  full  treatment. 
During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  householders  on  this 
estate  with  regard  to  infestation  in  the  roof  spaces  and  cavity  walls 
of  the  houses.  The  source  of  the  trouble  was  found  in  defective  drain 
pipes,  which  allowed  rats  to  enter  into  the  foundations  of  the  houses 
from  the  sewers  and  obtain  access  into  the  cavity  walls  and  roof  spaces 
through  missing  brickwork  where  gas  services  had  been  provided  in  the 
houses . 
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Although  the  rat  population  in  Northwich  is  extremely  small, 
building  operations  did  disturb  small  colonies  of  rats,  causing  them 
to  scatter  to  try  to  find  alternative  harbourage. 

From  time  to  time  infestations  arise  on  railway  embankments  but 
good  co-operation  exists  with  British  Railways  in  securing  the  necessary 
treatment.  One  difficulty,  and  presumably  this  is  so  in  other  areas, 
in  dealing  with  this  problem  is  caused  by  the  dumping  of  unwanted 
articles  by  people  who  will  not  take  the  trouble  to  contact  the 
department  to  arrange  for  the  proper  collection  and  disposal  of  this 
type  of  household  refuse.  Not  only  is  harbourage  of  rats  provided, 
but  eventually  there  is  a  cost  to  the  Department  in  collecting  this 
commodity.  A  little  thought  by  the  people  concerned  could  have 
saved  money  and  avoided  the  many  eyesores  of  dumping  taking  place 
throughout  the  country.

The  decreasing  need  for  this  service  is  a  reflection  of  a  more 
enlightened  outlook  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  and  higher 
standards  in  the  home.  Many  remedies  are  now  available  in  a  convenient 
form  at  a  price  most  can  afford,  the  health  department  only  needing  to 
deal  with  infestations  that  are  too  difficult  for  the  householder  to 
eradicate.  It  is  interesting  to  reflect  on  the  present  methods  of 
disinfestation  compared  with  30  years  ago.  For  instance,  in  the  case 
of  bug  infestations  it  used  to  be  necessary  at  times  to  use  cyanide  gas. 

(11)  RAG,  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLINGS  MATERIALS  ACT,  1931 


One  factory  is  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  the  standards 
continue  to  be  very  high. 

(12)  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1931 


There  are  four  licensed  premises;  all  these  premises  are  regularly 
inspected  and  conditions  are  most  satisfactory. 


(13)  CHESHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1933 

Registration  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 


There  has  been  an  increase  of  four  in  the  number  of  premises 
registered  and  there  are  now  46  hairdressers  and  barbers  registered  with 
the  Authority.  Of  these  there  are  16  men's  and  30  ladies'  hairdressers. 

04)  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936 


The  local  authority  have  not  as  yet  created  any  clean  air  zones  in 
the  town.  However,  it  is  evident  from  visits  made  to  houses  for  other 
reasons  that  progress  towards  clean  air  is  being  made.  A  not 
inconsiderable  number  of  householders  are  installing  modern  heating 
appliances.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  benefits  which  accrue  to  the 
housewife  from  these  amenities.  At  the  same  time  the  health  of  the 
community  benefits  from  the  reduction  in  smoke  pollution. 

From  time  to  time  occasional  smoke  problems  have  arisen  from  the 
activities  of  British  Railways.  However,  it  is  our  experience  that  the 
Divisional  Manager  takes  immediate  action  when  complaints  are  brought  to 
his  attention.  It  should  be  realised  that  around  Northwich  Station  there 
are  sheds  at  which  the  locomotives  raise  steam,  during  which  time  some 
emission  of  smoke  is  inevitable,  and  although  the  change  over  to  diesels 
is  taking  place,  this  is  a  process  which  takes  years  rather  than  months. 

The  main  industry  of  Northwich  is  the  heavy  chemical  industry 
which  by  its  very  size  must  give  rise  to  some  aerial  pollution.  Over 
many  years  the  firm  have  maintained  progress  in  decreasing  these  emissions 
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to  atmosphere  and  comply  with  legal  requirements.  It  is  accepted  that 
there  must,  occasionally  be  incidents  which  can  give  rise  .to  nuisance. 

When  these  isolated  instances  occur,  every  effort  is  made  by  the 
management  to  prevent  a  re-occurrence.  Where  necessary  improvements 
are  made  to  maintain  an  improved  efficiency. 

From  time  to  time  climatic  conditions  prevent  the  emission  from 
even  the  highest  stacks  escaping  to  the  upper  atmosphere.  A  nuisance 
may  then  result  but  this  is  obviously  beyond  the  control  of  the  firm. 

There  is  complete  co-operation  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectors  who  have 
responsibility  for  the  control  of  the  greater  proportion  of  emissions 
to  atmosphere  of  the  chemical  and  neighbouring  salt  industries.  Visits 
are  made  jointly  and  separately  to  premises  in  the  district  with  joint 
consultation  as  and  when  necessary. 

On  odd  occasions  complaints  do  arise  concerning  other  industries  in 
and  about  the  town  but  these  do  not  normally  present  any  serious  nuisance. 

(15)  MORTUARY 


The  mortuary  is  available  for  the  Northwich  Urban  District  and  for 
certain  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  which  adjoin  the  Urban  District 
boundaries.  The  mortuary  itself  consists  of  a  post-mortem  room,  a 
refrigerator  with  space  for  three  bodies,  a  chapel  or  viewing  room,  a 
waiting  room  and  a  doctors'  room.  Admission  for  deaths  occurring  in 
other  than  normal  circumstances  is  under  the  authority  of  the  police  and 
during  the  year  56  such  admissions  were  made.  The  chapel  in  the  mortuary 
is  used  as  a  Chapel  of  Rest,  flowers  being  provided  from  the  Council's 
Parks  Department.  This  is  a  facility  which  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  those  families  who  have  insufficient  facilities  at  home  to  keep  a 
body,  pending  internment.  The  use  of  the  mortuary  by  Weaver  Hall  has 
been  discontinued  as  they  now  have  their  own  mortuary  facilities. 

(16)  FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

The  main  source  of  employment  in  Northwich  is  at  the  various  chemical 
works  which  are  owned  by  I.C.I.  Ltd.  The  other  industries  include  a 
steel  works,  shipbuilding  yards,  leather  works  and  clothing  factories.

(19)  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  total  numfcer  of' premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  310, 
and  of  these  185  received  a  general  inspection  during  the  year.  This 
entailed  350  visits  of  all  kinds  to  registered  premises.  It  is  likely  that 
the  remainder  will  be  inspected  early  in  1966.  It  is  unlikely  that  there 
are  many  premises  not  registered,  but  experience  indicates  that  some 
premises  which  did  not  need  to  register  originally  will  eventually  have  to 
register  due  to  a  change  in  circumstances  and  employment  of  staff,  and 
equally  it  is  possible  that  some  premises  which  are  registered  will  no 
longer  require  to  be  registered  for  like  reasons. 
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Of  the  premises  inspected  it  was  found  that  very  few  required 
structural  alterations  in  order  to  conform  with  the  Act  and  also  the 
larger  shops  and  offices  were  in  the  main  satisfactory.  The  smaller 
premises  were  found  to  be  inadequate  as  follows

It  was  found  that  in  certain  cases  shops  with  modern  window  fittings 
are  adequate  for  lighting  but  may  not  be  sufficient  for  ventilation 
purposes.  In  such  cases  it  will  be  essential  for  some  mechanical  means 
to  be  installed  in  order  that  the  requirements  in  respect  of  ventilation 
are  complied  with.

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(20)  SLUM  CLEARANCE 


A  Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  October,  1965,  in  connection  with  the 
Urban  District  of  Northwich  (Castle  No.1)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1965) 
the  result  of  which  is  awaited. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  next  area  to  be  dealt  with  will  be  a 
triangle  bounded  by  Church  Road,  Paradise  Street,  Station  Road  and 
Witton  Street,  being  an  area  with  quite  a  large  number  of  unfit  and  .sub¬ 
standard  properties.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  on  this  once 
the  Minister's  decision  has  been  received  on  the  Castle  No.1  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  1965)  an<^  the  necessary  redevelopment  scheme  approved. 

The  Witton  Street/Warrington  Road  Clearance  area  was  demolished 
and  the  site  cleared  in  1965.  This  will  allow  for  future  widening  of 
Witton  Street  in  that  area. 

(21)  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 


Six  houses  were  represented  as  individual  unfit  houses,  one  of 
these  was  made  subject  to  a  Closing  Order,  three  closed  with  Undertakings 
Not  to  Re-let,  and  two  were  made  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  and  were 
subsequently  demolished. 

(22)  SUB-STANDARD  HOUSES 


No  action  has  yet  been  taken  with  regard  to  making  Improvement 
Areas  under  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

The  effects  of  an  affluent  society  on  sub-standard  houses  is 
becoming  most  noticeable  by  comparison  with  years  past .  Owners  of 
property  are  finding  that  tenanted  houses  are  not  necessarily  a  satis¬ 
factory  source  of  investment  and  as  opportunities  arise  many  of  these 
houses  are  put  on  the  market  and  become  owner-occupied;  in  turn  most 
owner-occupiers  have  a  sufficient  interest  in  the  houses  they  purchase 
and  in  their  own  personal  well-being  to  carry  out  repairs  and  improvements, 
giving  many  extra  years  of  life  to  property  which  was  on  the  point  of 
being  only  suitable  for  condemnation.  This  is  particularly  noticeable 
in  various  areas  of  the  town  when  one  compares  the  circumstances  today 
with  those  of  15  years  ago.  In  some  cases  it  is  obvious  that  some 
houses  are  still  unfit  but  well-maintained,  but  if  they  are  in  areas 
which  necessitate  clearance  they  have,  unfortunately,  to  be  included.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(1)  MILK 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959 

During  the  year  the  one  dairy  registered  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  was  taken  over  by  a  national  firm  and  is  now  only  used  as  a 
distribution  depot. 

There  are  53  distributors  of  milk  and  no  milk  producers  within  the 
district . 

The  licensing  of  distributors  in  respect  of  Special  Designated  Milk 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  and  as  a 
consequence  they  carry  out  the  duties  of  milk  sampling. 

The  following  tables  show  the  results  of  tests  on  samples  of  milk 
taken  by  the  County  Council  sampling  officers.

(2)  ICE-CREAM 


Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1939 

The  manufacture  of  ice-cream  is  mainly  in  the  hands  of  large 
national  combines,  there  being  only  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  registered 
in  this  district,  who  uses  the  cold-mix  method. 


Due  to  pressure  of  other  work  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during 
the  summer  it  was  only  possible  to  have  five  samples  of  ice-cream  examined. 
These  were  placed  in  Provisional  Grades  as  follows :- 

Provisional  Grade  1  -4  samples 

"  "2-1  sample 

Although  there  are  no  legal  standards  laid  down  in  connection  with 
samples  of.  ice-cream,  it  is  considered  that  Grades  1  and  2  are  satisfactory, 
and  Grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory,  the  conclusions  however  to  be  based  on 
the  results  of  two  or  three  samples. 

(3)  MEAT  SAMPLES 


39  samples  of  various  meat  products  were  taken  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Four  were  not  up  to  the  standard  which  could 
reasonably  be  expected. 

There  are  no  formal  standards  laid  down  for  these  particular  types 
of  food,  but  where  the  results  indicate  that  standards  of  manufacture, 
handling  and  storage  can  be  improved,  the  necessary  investigations  are 
instituted  and  recommendations  made  to  those  responsible. 

Undoubtedly  the  fitting  of  more  and  more  refrigerated  display  cabinets, 
etc.  is  contributing  to  the  improvement  found  in  the  quality  of  these  foods.

(3)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1938 


There  are  still  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  regular  use  in 
Northwich  and  at  each  conditions  are  satisfactory.  Two  possess  chilling 
rooms  immediately  adjacent  to  the  slaughter  hall,  and  the  third  has  facilities 
for  the  cooling  of  carcases,  with  refrigeration,  immediately  available  when 
the  meat  has  cooled. 
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Meat  Inspection  Regulations 


One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained,  all 
carcases  being  stamped.  The  pattern  of  slaughtering  is  static,  with 
some  evening  and  Saturday  meat  inspection  but  only  very  occasional  Sunday 
slaughtering. 

The  quality  of  the  meat  slaughtered  and  sold  in  Northwich  is  of  a 
high  standard  and  the  accompanying  figures  indicate  the  small  amount  of 
condemnation  necessary.  In  the  case  of  cattle,  the  condemnation 
consisted  mainly  of  offal,  and,  excepting  in  a  very  small  percentage  of 
pigs,  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  is  rather  more  than 
the  previous  year,  and  1,007  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes.

(8)  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  i960 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  trade  has  remained  reasonably 
satisfactory.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  institute  a  further  detailed 
survey  of  food  premises  in  the  town  as  soon  as  the  bulk  of  the  ground 
work  of  inspection  necessary  to  deal  with  the  extensive  legislation 
relating  to  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  has  been 
completed. 

It  is  becoming  more  apparent  that  the  trend  of  food  sales  in  the 
future  will  mean  more  pre-packed  goods.  Whilst  from  a  public  health 
point  of  view  these  developments  are  desirable  the  charm  of  the  grocer 
of  30  or  40  years  ago  has  been  lost.  No  doubt  many  people  will  recall 
the  family  grocer's  shop  with  its  atmosphere  of  fresh  ground  coffee  and 
smoked  bacon,  with  butter  from  kegs,  tea  weighed  separately  from  the 
various  tins,  etc. 

During  the  year  construction  of  the  new  Market  Hall  was  commenced 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  was  well  on  its  way  to  completion.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  in  the  design  of  the  building  to  ensure  that  food 
will  only  be  sold  under  the  best  hygienic  conditions.

Madam  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  1965. 

The  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  sponsoring  of  a  new  voluntary  body 
by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  —  the  Mid— Cheshire  Association  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  This  association  is  supported  by  a  broad  spectrum 
of  local  organisations  and  interested  individuals  -  its  principle  objects 
being  to:- 

1 )  improve  the  cultural  and  recreational  facilities  for  the  physically 
handicapped. 

2)  to  supplement  the  existing  county  transport  for  the  physically 
handicapped,  bearing  in  mind  the  very  considerable  needs  of  the 
elderly. 

3)  assist  in  the  arranging  of  holidays  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

4)  to  consider,  in  the  long  term,  with  the  various  statutory  bodies 
the  need  for  sheltered  workshop  accommodation  in  the  area. 

In  considering  the  handicapped,  we  now  have  in  Mid-Cheshire  two  strongly 
supported  voluntary  societies  having  the  interests  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped 
and  Physically  Handicapped  at  heart  respectively.  The  only  major  group  of 
handicapped  remaining,  are  the  mentally  ill  for  whom  there  is  no  locally  based 
branch  of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health.  This  is  a  gap  in  the 
voluntary  services  which  should  eventually  be  remedied.  The  community  could 
then,  through  the  offices  of  these  three  voluntary  associations  and  the  relevant 
statutory  bodies,  consider  more  fully  the  needs  for  sheltered  workshop  accommod¬ 
ation  for  all  the  handicapped  in  the  area. 

In  October,  the  Special  Care  Unit  in  the  Junior  Training  Centre  was  opened. 
This  unit  cores  for  severely  handicapped  mentally  subnormal  children,  and  gives 
sorely  needed  help  to  a  considerable  number  of  parents. 

Following  the  appointment  of  a  part-time  clerk,  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  school  immunisation  and  vaccination  programme.  This  is  a 
very  considerable  undertalcing  as  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelities  is  being  offered  as  appropriate  to  all  the  school  children  in 
the  Division. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  approval  was  given  to  the  committee's 
recommendation  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  organise  Cervical  Smear  Clinics 
in  the  Division,  and  although  the  hospital  services  can  only  offer  limited 
facilities  for  the  examination  of  smears,  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  provision 
of  an  extremely  important  preventive  service. 

Co-operation  with  the  other  health  and  social  workers  has  continued  to 
improve  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  co-ordination  committees  have 
continued  to  serve  an  extremely  useful  purpose.  The  opening  of  an  area  office 
by  the  County  Welfare  Department  has  been  most  helpful.  Unfortunately,  the 
position  with  regards  to  the  provision  of  hospital  geriatric  beds  has  continued 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  at  times  a  very  heavy  and  unreasonable  burden  is  placed 
both  on  relatives,  District  Nurses  and  Home  Helps.  As  always  they  have  coped 
magnificently. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and 
support  during  the  year,  and  Mr,  Durrad  and  members  of  the  Divisional  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


The  basic  Health  Education  work  in  the  Division  has  continued 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff  in 
their  everyday  contacts  with  the  public. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  several  courses 
of  food  hygiene  lectures  were  organised  in  addition  to  a  pilot  lecture 
to  the  Weaverham  and  District  Home  Helps  on  "Safety  in  the  Home."  This 
proved  to  be  a  most  stimulating  afternoon  and  well  worth  repeating  else¬ 
where  in  the  Division  as  soon  as  time  is  available. 

Advice  was  sought  from  the  Director  of  the  Manchester  Committee 
on  Cancer  Education  regarding  the  methods  of  persuading  the  public  to 
attend  Cervical  Smear  Clinics.  As  a  result,  a  half  day  course  was 
organised  for  the  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  in  the 
Division,  it  being  considered  that  this  was  a  subject  best  dealt  with 
during  the  day  to  day  contacts  these  members  of  the  staff  have  with  the 
public . 

A  certain  amount  of  use  has  been  made  of  the  16  mm  cine  sound 
projector  and  at  one  stage  my  Chief  Clerk  was  undertaking  the  bulk  of 
the  work  as  projectionist.  However,  this  was  found  to  interfere  too 
much  with  the  Divisional  Office  administration  and  the  projector  can 
now  only  be  used  when  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  has  the  time  to  show 
a  film  during  the  course  of  a  Clinic  etc.  This  can  only  normally 
happen  at  the  larger  clinic  centres  where  there  are  two  Health  Visitors. 

It  would  seem  that  with  the  ever  increasing  expansion  both  of  the 
scope  and  size  of  the  Health  Services,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  a 
major  impact  in  the  field  of  Health  Education  until  there  is  a  member 
of  staff  with  special  interests  and  training  in  this  subject  and  having 
time  available  to  organise  Health  Education  Projects.  It  might  then 
be  possible  to  include  in  her  duties  special  responsibilities  for  Safety 
in  the  Home. 


CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 


With  the  co-operation  of  the  North  and  Mid-Cheshire  Management  Committee 
it  was  possible  to  commence  a  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  in  November,  1965.  Clinics 
are  held  on  alternate  weeks  either  at  Northwich  or  Winsford.  The  press  has 
been  most  co-operative  in  bringing  this  service  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
and  at  the  present  time  demand  is  such  that  there  is  a  waiting  period  of  over 
one  month. 

Applications  for  appointments  should  be  addressed  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer.

FOOD  POISONING 


The  six  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  Winsford  arose  from  two  family  outbreaks. 
They  were,  however,  fully  investigated  and  no  cause  for  the  symptoms  was  found, 
and  it  may  well  be  that  they  were  of  virus  origin.  The  single  case  of  food 
poisoning  in  the  Urban  District  of  Northwich  followed  the  consumption  of  sand¬ 
wiches  in  Manchester,  and  the  relevant  details  were  sent  through  to  the  Manchester 
Health  Department. 


MEASLES 


It  appears  that  measles  vaccines  will  become  available  in  1966.  These 
will  be  of  considerable  value  in  protecting  those  children  likely  to  develop 
serious  complications  should  they  suffer  an  attack  of  measles. 

There  is,  however,  the  possibility  that  one  may  be  merely  postponing  the 
age  of  onset  until  adult  life  when  the  disease  is  usually  much  more  severe. 
Until  further  information  is  available  as  to  the  length  of  time  immunity  is 
conferred  by  the  present  vaccines,  it  may  well  prove  advisable  to  defer  general 
vaccination.

Mass  Radiography  Survey 


The  M.M.R.  Unit  visited  the  division  during  the  year.  Although  the 
detailed  results  of  the  survey  are  not  yet  available  the  Director  informs  me 
that  numbers  attending,  5774,  were  very  similar  to  I960  when  5800  persons  were 
X-Rayed . 
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VACCINATION  and  immunisation 


There  was  approaching  a  2Qt)'°  rise  in  the  numbers  of  children  immunised 
and  reimmunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  and  almost  a  100^  increase  in 
those  protected  against  Poliomyelitis. 

The  former  was  largely  due  to  the  commencement  of  immunising  sessions  at 
schools  and  the  latter  to  the  large  numbers  of  persons  attending  Dr's  surgeries, 
and  public  vaccination  sessions  (organised  by  the  Department)  during  the  out¬ 
breaks  of  poliomyelitis  in  neighbouring  parts  of  Cheshire  and  Lancashire.  It 
became  quite  obvious  during  the  year  that  with  the  increase  in  the  workload  in 
the  Division  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  make  any  substantial  increase  in 
the  mumber  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  without  the 
employment  of  additional  staff.  Consequently  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 
aporoved  the  appointment  of  a  temporary  part-time  clerk  on  the  basis  of  16  hours 
per  week.  She  took  up  her  duties  in  September  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  the  following  numbers  of  children  in 
the  middle  of  primary  immunising  courses  against  the  diseases  stated,  these  being 
sessions  organised  by  the  Department  at  the  various  schools  in  the  Division.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED. 


The  major  development  in  the  field  of  services  for  the  physically  handi¬ 
capped  during  the  year  was  the  formation  of  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  This  Association  was  sponsored  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  is  an  excellent  example  of  co-operation  between  the  statutory  and 
voluntary  services.  The  Association  has  received  full  support  from  the  community 
and  has  taken  as  .it's  first  two  major  tasks  the  raising  of  money  to  buy  a  special 
vehicle  for  use  within  the  Division,  and  secondly  to  assist  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  W.V.3.  in  extending  the  social  and  cultural  activities  available. 

Following  the  appointment  of  a  part-time  Occupational  Therapist  for  four 
sessions  per  week  a  considerable  expansion  in  the  visiting  of  the 
handicapped  in  their  homes  was  effected.  Ihe  Occupational  Therapist  has  spent 
one  half-day  per  week  at  either  the  Handicraft  or  Social  Clubs  and  the  remaining 
three  half-days  have  been  spent  visiting  the  handicapped  in  their  homes.  During 
these  visits  she  is  able  to  make  a  full  assessment  of  both  the  social  and  phy¬ 
sical  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  also  provide  a  link  between  the  Divisional 
Offjce  and  the  various  clubs. 

As  time  has  permitted  she  has  also  visited  old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  Division 
to  discuss  the  social  facilities  for  the  elderly  physically  handicapped  in  each 
area.  From  these  visits  it  has  become  apparent  that  there  are  a  considerable 
number  of  elderly  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the  community  who  are  unable, 
through  a  lack  of  suitable  transport  and  facilities  to  visit  their  local  Old 
People’ 3  Clubs  and  of  course  it  is  one  of  the  major  objects  of  the  Mid-Cheshire 
Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  to  assist  in  the  provision  of  such 
transport. 

The  Highfield  Club  which  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  runs  ir.  partnership 
with  the  W.V.S.  is  now  well  established,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  apprec¬ 
iation  to  the  V/.V.S,  for  their  assistance  in  running  this  club.  The  social  and 
handicraft  groups  have  met  regularly  throughou i;  the  year,  on  alternate  weeks. 

The  contribution  which  these  groups  nave  made  to  the  development  of  wider  interests 
and  friendships  of  the  members,  many  of  which  are  continued  outside  the  club, 
cannot  be  over  emphasised.

In  addition  to  the  sessions  listed  above  a  trip  to  Blackpool,  a  Sea 
Cruise  to  Llandudno, -a  visit  to  the  ’Old  People’s  Frolics',  a  trip  to  Lymm 
Park  arranged  by  the  Toe  H,  a  Hot  Pot  Supper  and  entertainment  arranged  by  the 
18+  Group  of  Horthwich  and  visits  to  see  the  'Desert  Song’  and  the  ’King  and 
I'  were  enthusiastically  supported  by  the  members.  This  can  quite  reasonably 
be  described  as  a  full  and  varied  programme. 

The  policy  has  continued  of  arranging  in  the  hall  of  the  Adult  Training 
Centre  each  Christmas,  a  Christmas  Dinner  and  entertainment,  to  which  members 
of  the  W.V.S.  and  other  Physically  Handicapped  Clubs  in  Cheshire  are  invited. 


In  January,  160  people  sat  down  to  a  Hot  Pot  Supper  and  in  December,  as 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  limit  the  numbers  attending  -  130.  One  of  the 
objects  of  organizing  such  major  functions  was  the  hope  that  clubs  in  the  country 
would  develop  a  policy  of  reciprical  invitations,  but  unfortunately  this  has 
not  happened.  Eons  is  a  great  pity  as  the  members  greatly  enjoy  the  opportunity 
to  discuss  what  is  happening  in  other  areas  and  the  occasions  provide  further 
opportunity  for  widening  interests  and  friendships. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  commenced  evening 
sessions  for  members  of  the  Highfield  Club.  These  sessions  have  a  cultural  bias 
consisting  of  two  groups,  art  and  music,  the  groups  combining  at  the  end  of  the 
evening  to  demonstrate  to  each  other  what  each  has  achieved.  This  is  an 
extremely  interesting  development  full  of  possibilities  and  of  very  great  interest 
to  the  members  who  attend. 

CAE  BADGES  FOR  THE  DISABLED  DRIVERS 


Owners  of  Ministry  of  Pensions  invalid  motorised  vehicles  are  eligible,  on 
application,  to  receive  two  stick  on  car  badges  identifying  them  as  physically 
handicapped.  This  Scheme  was  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort 
to  assist  owners  of  such  vehicles  to  receive  extra  consideration  when  parking. 
Five  persons  were  assisted  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

SPECIAL  HOUSING. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  both  Middlewich  and  Winsford  Urban  District 
Councils  are  considering  building  special  bungalows  for  physically  handicapped 
persons  living  in  their  districts. 


ADAPTATIONS  TO  PROPERTY 

The  under-mentioned  adaptations  to  property  have  been  carried  out  during 
1965  -  to  assist  handicapped  persons  to  manage  more  easily  in  their  own  homes. 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  adapt  the  existing  house  of  a  handicapped 
person  satisfactorily,  the  question  of  re-housing  is  taken  up  with  the  relevant 
District  Council,  these  cases  always  receiving  sympathetic  consideration.

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The  only  major  adaptation  carried  out  during  the  year  was  to  provide  a 
ground  floor  bed  sitting  room  to  assist  a  young  man  confined  to  a  wheel  chair, 
who  was  living  with  his  mother  and  grandmother  in  their  own  small  house  which 
had  only  one  downstairs  living  room. 

The  cost  of  this  adaptation  was  £376  and  as  the  adaptation  increased  the 
value  of  the  house,  a  loan  was  made  by  the  County  Council,  the  National  Assistance 
Board  paying  the  interest  charges. 

CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

Nursing  equipment  and  aids  for  the  sick  and  handicapped  are  available 
on  loan,  free  of  charge  from  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  providing  a  Doctor 
or  some  other  suitably  qualified  person  states  that  the  items  are  required.

Five  patients  were  sent  for  convalescent  treatment  during  1965. 
DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of  about  1  <yf0  in  the  number  of 
hours  worked,  the  greater  part  of  this  increase  occurring  in  the  months  of 
November  and  December. 

All  demands  on  the  service  have  been  met,  although  at  times  it  has  been 
under  considerable  pressure,  in  particular,  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain 
the  necessary  helps  in  some  of  the  rural  areas. 

One  cannot  stress  too  much  the  importance  of  the  Home  Help  Service  in 
relation  to  the  community  care  of  the  elderly.  The  helps  frequently  becoming 
the  main  stay  and  friend  of  the  household,  especially  where  the  elderly  person 
lives  alone. 

A  film  show  and  discussion  on  the  subject  of  Hone  Safety  was  provided  for 
the  Weaverhan  and  district  home  helps.  This  was  an  interesting  and  stimulating 
event  which  it  is  hoped  to  repeat  in  the  future.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  applying  and 
qualifying  for  this  Service,  but  the  increase  of  approximately  13^  in  the 
number  of  patients  was  very  much  less  than  that  in  1964,  when  there  was 
approximately  a  50)°  increase  on  the  1963  figures. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  fall  in  the  rate  of  increase  means  that  most 
of  those  who  are  eligible  and  who  need  the  service,  are  now  receiving  it. 
However,  this  may  well  not  be,  as  so  many  of  the  elderly  accept  disability 
as  an  inevitable  part  of  growing  old  and  do  not  realise  the  great  improvement 
which  chiropody  treatment  can  make  to  their  mobility  and  general  well-being.

The  training  programme  continued  throughout  the  year,  much  progress  being 
made  towards  helping  the  children  become  more  self-reliant  and  controlled  in 
their  behaviour. 


The  summer  term  was  a  busy  one  as  it  included  the  annual  outing  to 
Southport,  a  visit  of  two  students  for  teaching  practice,  and  two  new  ventures. 
The  first  of  these  was  a  sports  day,  when  parents,  friends  and  the  Adult  Centre 
Trainees  watched  the  events,  the  standard  of  which,  has  improved  considerably 
since  the  opening  of  the  Centre.  In  July  the  first  Parent— Teacher  meeting  was 
held  to  enable  parents  to  see  and  discuss  their  child’s  work  and  progress  with 
members  of  the  staff. 


The  beginning  of  the  Autumn  term  was  marked  by  the  opening  of  the  special 
care  unit  for  children  who  in  addition  to  being  mentally  handicapped,  are 
physically  handicapped,  or  in  need  of  extra  attention  because  of  incontinence 
etc.  Two  additional  assistant  supervisors  were  appointed  to  staff  this  unit, 
which  is  a  great  boon  to  the  mothers  of  the  entirely  helpless  children  who 
have  been  admitted. 

At  the  Christmas  concert  and  party  this  year,  the  infants  mimed  the "Story 
of  Baby  Jesus"  and  the  more  senior  children  gave  an  excellent  performance  of  the 
"Sleeping  Princess" .  Visitors  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  dancing  and 
acting  of  the  children. 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  whose 
meetings  are  held  at  the  Centre  presented  a  cheque  for  £100  to  the  Centre's 
Welfare  Account  and  the  Mid-Cheshire  School  of  Dancing  Charity  Committee  gave  £5. 

Youth  Club  nights  are  organised  by  the  local  Society  in  co-operation  with 
the  Supervisor  and  are  held  once  a  month  at  present.  They  have  an  important 
part  to  play  in  increasing  the  fullness  of  the  children's  lives  and  one  would 
like  to  see  an  increase  in  the  scope  and  frequency  of  these  meetings. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 


Throughout  the  programme,  training  in  social  behaviour  and  skills  is 
considered  to  be  of  prime  importance  and  emphasis  is  placed  on  fostering  a 
keen  team  spirit. 

Complimentary  to  this,  the  boys  receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  a  wide 
variety  of  woodworking  tools  and  machinery,  and  by  the  use  of  personalised  jigs 
and  special  tools  have  produced  a  variety  of  articles  of  good  quality  e.g. 

Trays,  Childs  Chairs,  Dwarf  Steps  and  Occasional  Tables  etc. 
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Gardening  knowledge  has  not  been  neglected  and  a  considerable  quantity  of 
vegetables  have  been  produced  as  a  result  of  the  Trainees'  efforts  in  the  kitchen 
garden.  With  the  collaboration  of  several  firms  the  Trainees  also  make  their 
contribution  to  industry  by  means  of  contract  work.  This  work  is  quite  diverse  - 
including  the  making  of  simple  wire  loops  for  use  in  plastic  dipping,  the  cutting 
of  electric  cable  to  an  exact  length  (  for  use  in  transformers  )  and  the  assembly 
of  various  small  components  required  in  the  electrical  industiy. 

The  girls  too  enjoy  a  variety  of  occupations,  Domestic  Science  playing  a 
considerable  part  here.  In  addition  embroidery,  sewing,  the  making  of  soft  toys 
and  knitting  have  been  undertaken  with  great  success*  The  quality  of  the  work 
has  constantly  improved  and  during  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  to  introduce  new 
ideas  and  methods,  to  enable  each  Trainee  to  develop  their  own  individual  potential 
to  the  full. 

Recreation  is  amply  catered  for,  music  and  dancing  are  used  to  encourage 
self-expression  and  co-ordination  of  movement,  each  Friday  afternoon  being  set 
aside  for  organised  games.  During  the  summer,  weekly  visits  to  the  swimming  baths 
were  enjoyed  by  five  male  Trainees.  Two  are  competent  swimmers  and  this  has 
helped  considerable?-  in  giving  their  friends  confidence  in  the  water. 

It  is  hoped  to  resume  these  visits  in  the  new  year  with  a  qualified  instructor 
to  teach  bouyancy  and  swTimning« 

A  bonfire  and  firework  display,  Christmas  Party  and  two  outings,  one  to 
Anglesey  and  the  other  to  New  Brighton  were  organised  during  the  year,  all  these 
events  being  very  greatly  enjoyed  by  everyone  participating. 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
presented  a  cheque  for  £100  to  the  Welfare  Fund  and  the  Mid-Cheoliire  School  of 
Dancing  Charity  Committee  £5.  The  latter  gift  is  to  be  used  for  purchasing 
rose  trees  to  be  planted  around  the  Centre  entrance.
